To Have Planned 


Extensive Construction Program Announced Also 
Includes Two Immense Downtown Theaters — 
Charles W. Porter and B. C. Whitney Said 


New Houses Also 


Detroit, Nov. 10.—John H. Kunsky, 
president of the John H. Kunsky 
Amusement Enterprises, Inc., operat- 
ing the Madison, Adams, Columbia, 
Liberty, Alhambra, Garden and Strand 
theaters, comprising the leading mo- 
tion picture houses of this city, has 
announced a building program which 
embraces the erection of a chain of 
residential theaters and includes the 
construction of two immense theaters 
in the downtown district. 


The operations which were to have 
been started two years ago, but were 
halted by the war, will begin at once, 
“Wnd the first of the chain of residential 
houses will be constructed out on the 
North Side, in the vicinity of the great 
/Ford Motor Compap~, where 40,000 
men are daily employed. It will be 
built upon a lavish scale, character- 
istic of all Kunsky activities, occupy- 
ing a site of 180 feet on Hamilton 
Boulevard, with a seating capacity of 
2,800 that will make it the largest 
house of its kind in Detroit. The front 
elevation will in many ways resemble 
Mr. Kunsky’s beautiful Madison Thea- 
ter and Adams Theater uptown. Other 
theaters in the residential string, as 
announced by Mr. Kunsky, will be 
commenced in the spring, as will his 
two new downtown houses. 


Simultaneous with the announce- 
ment of the Kunsky construction plans 
comes a statement from Charles W. 
Porter, manager of the Forrest Thea- 
ter, of the formation of a company to 
build a theater on Hamilton Boule- 
vard, to be known as the Hamilton 
Boulevard Theat... and to cost $200,- 
600. This, too, will be in the Ford 
Motor Company district not so many 
blocks away from the site of the pro- 
posed Kunsky structure. Mr. Porter, 
who is managing director of the new 
Hamilton Theater Company, an- 
nounces that his plans call for a build- 
ing suitable for stores and offices in 
conjunction with the theater, with a 
stage 40x47 feet, ample for vaudeville 
and dramatic productions. Work upon 
the Porter project is to be commenced 
“within two months. 

Unconfirmed rumors are ‘current 
here that Bert C. Whitney has closed 
a deal for a piece of downtown prop- 
rty upon which to build a new legit- 
imate playhouse. The dearth of first- 
class houses in Detroit as announced 
Jin The Billboard several weeks ago is

becoming more apparent daily. Espe- 
cialNy so with Mr. Whitney, whose New 
Detroit Theater represents the Klaw & 
Erlanger connection here, and with 
oply one house they are at a serious 
handi¢ap and are compelled to omit 
Detroit in arranging itineraries of 
many good shows that could other- 
wise get a piece of the big Detroit 
money. Mr. Whitney is at his New 
York office, so The Billboard was un- 
able to get his statemen,.. 


The Kunsky operations, it is said, 
will call for an expenditure of $2,500,- 
000 when the chain is completed. 
Porter’s activities call for $200,000 and 
if Whitney builds theater construc- 
tion in Detroit will considerably pass 
the $3,000,000 mark in the next twelve 
months. 


Murat at Indianapolis 
To Be Used by Shriners After Shubert 
Lease Expires 


Indianapolis, Nov. 10.—It is now ac- 
cepted as a certainty among theatrical 
men here that Shuberts’ Murat will 
be a thing of the past after January 
30, when the Shubert lease on the 
handsome theater expires. The Shri- 
ners, owners of the building, will use 
the theater themselves, they say, and 
the Shuberts must make other ar- 
rangements if they wish to show lo- 
cally. 

The Empire Theater, which has 
been rehabilitated only in local gos- 
sip, is to be converted into a garage, 
it is said. This kills an opportunity 
for the Shuberts to get that theater. 
The Empire has been dark for some 
time. 


Actor Manages Theater 


Canton, O., Nov. 10.—Jack Davis, 
well-known local stock actor, late of 
Charles Rosskam’s Chicago Stock 
Company, with which organization he 
was identified for five years, has 
deserted the stage and is now house 
manager of the Orpheum Theater 
here. 


MAY STOP SUNDAY SHOWS 


New York City Official Intimates Theaters May Be 
Closed on Sunday Unless Law Is Obeyed 
and “Concerts” Only Given 


New York, Nov. 10.—Now that the 
election is over it is said in high places 
that the authorities would turn their 
attention to the Sunday show question 
and that some action would be taken 
soon. 


The article in last week’s issue of 
The Billboard that said the municipal 
authorities might find it hard to close 
down the theaters if they attempted 
to give “legitimate” shows, when they 
were allowing vaudeville shows to run, 
was shown to a high city official by a 
party interested in the Sunday closing 
question. This official said the way 
out was clear, according to our in- 
formant, and intimated that the meth- 
od used would be the general closing 
of all theaters, unless they made their 
performances conform with the Sun- 
day laws. 


This is believed to have caused those 
managers who were going to attempt 
regular dramatic performances on 
Sunday in the near future to hesitate. 
The law is very clear on the subject, 
and if it was followed out to the letter 


a concert only could be given. Az it 
is the Sunday shows are the same as 
a week-day vaudeville bill. 

“K. C. B.,” in an article appearing in 
last Monday’s American, may have 
fired the first gun in the Sunday clos- 
ing campaign. He said that he had 
attended a “sacred concert” at a thea- 
ter last Sunday and Sophie Tucker was 
on the bill. He wanted to be in- 
formed by the city authorities, why, if 
Sophie gave a sacred performance, 
that shows like “Clarence” and “Bud- 
dies” were not also sacred. As the 
Hearst papers are staunch supporters 
of the Hylan administration it is pos- 
sible that “K. C. B.” has inside in- 
formation as to what is to be done in 
the matter. 

A certain large theatrical firm owns 
a number of dramatic houses that give 
Sunday shows. While The Billboard 
man was in search of information on 
the Sunday question he ran across 
Harry Mountford and asked him what 
he knew about them. Mountford’s 
answer was cryptic. He said: “Oh, 
they would spoil anything.”

Without Street Car Service 


Theaters Face Serious Situation 
and Expect Slump in Busi- 
ness—Jitneys Give Tem- 
porary Relief 


Toledo, O., Nov. 10.—Because of the 
unannounced fly-by-night trick of the 
Railway and Light Company in taking 
their street cars out of the city into 
the State of Michigan without any 
warning to the city officials or the pub- 
lic all Toledo theater managers 
awakened Sunday morning to face a 
very serious situation right in the 
heart of a season of unprecedented 
success and on Sunday, the big day of 
the week for the theaters.

Baltimore, Nov. 7.—At Ford's Opera House 
last Monday night Mr. Belasco presented to a 
packed house his masterpiece, ‘‘The Son- 
Daughter,” with Lenore Ulric in the leading 
role. It was one of the most wonderful and 
beautiful displays of stagecraft ever seen in 
this country, and not only the star and her 
supporting cast, but also the author and pr>- 
ducer were repeatedly called before the cur 
tain to receive the plaudits of the enthusiastic 
audience. 

“The Son-Daughter’ is not merely a scenic 
spectacle, as some had supposed, but, altho Mr. 
Belasco has studied very carefully the Chinese 
customs and has overlooked nothing that would

The “Son-Daughter” {s perfectly staged and 
acted. Miss Ulric actually ‘“‘lived’’ her part. 
She showed a keem perception of the delicate 
requirements of her role and never before has 
her true artistry shone to clearer advantage. 
In her curtain speech she modestly attributed 
her success to her wonderful teacher, Mr. Belas- 
co, and his untiring patience. That may be 
trove, but not even Mr. Belasco could have pro- 
duced ¢ffects without genius for a foundation. 
Thomas Findlay, as the father; Harry Mestayer, 
as Fen-Sha, the gambler, and Edmund Lowe, as 
Tom Lee, were particularly distinguished for 
excellent work, while the entire cast showed 
the painstaking care with which the company 
had been selected. 

Both Mr. Belasco and Miss Ulric were called 
before the curtain again and again and voiced 
their appreciation in appropriate little speeches.

“In New York there are ten millions of peo- 
ple to play to, an actor would have the advant- 
age of a longer run for a play, and correspond- 
dangly more publicity. 

“Even when an actor makes a hit in a Broad- 
Way production that does not live three days, 
unforturate as it is, he is benefited by the 
creditable New York appearance more so than if 
it had occurred any place else. 

“The ‘Broadway stamp’ does not mean Broad- 
Way approval except in its relation to the fact 
that an actor can be seen by the managers who 
hire actors, whereas it would not be equally to 
his advantage to play in Indiana if no employer 
sees him. 

“If one has something to sell he must go to 
the mertct—and the market of the theater is 
New York, 

“The man who makes a Broadway hit over 
night has perha>s been playing for twenty years, 
and has been accumulating something in h‘s bag 
of experience so that when he arrives here he 
has something to show. New York isn’t worth 
anythire to a man who has nothiag to show. 

“Nearly all New York managers are rabidly im 
favor cf foreign manners, and they think nv one 
ean do anything in this country brt foreigners. 

One finds foreigners with impossible dialects 
plariz¢y Amertcan rarts in many plays. 

“A manager offered a prize for an American 
play «f American life. Two Englishmen were 
engaged to play two Yankee farmers. The play 
failed. 

“At the Emnire Theater once two types of 
Frenchmen were in 2 pley, one a gentleman, and 
the other 2 seadog—the gentleman’s lines,

*Whaterer should bappen I should always re- 
member what Napoleon said of England, ‘‘Per- 
fide Albion;’? to which the French seadog fe- 
plied, ‘Spowkin loike a trew Frenchman!’ The 
play ‘busted.’ 

“I don’t see’why the managers should import 
some one to act parts worse than we Americans 
can, 

“Foreigners should be accepted for art’s sake 
if ihey are better exponents—if they come with 
a message. 

“Apparently it is not the managers’ fault, 


‘ut the fault of the American public, who like 


the English dialect. 


“Mr. Taomas knows construction, end the 
life of which he writes, and incidentally he was 
able to cast the play with Americans. 

“Arthur Hopkins is unquestionably the leader 
of the modern producers. Many of the modern 
producers have realized the value to the stage 
of electric lights. 


“Hopkins is the first producer to realize the 
effect produced by turning them out. 

“Thank God we don’t seek our managers by 
types, or we might select a gentleman with a 
lantern jaw and a concave stomach who hadn't

“Foreigners over here continually insist that 
the art of their own people is better because 
older than ours.

It was somewhat of a surprise to find 
the ball room at the Astor Hotel s0 
well filled on the day of the meeting, 
November 3. Even the balcony had 
its quota of people. Of course that 
same ball room used to be crowded to 
overflowing during the exciting times 
three months ago, but it was hardly 
to be expected that now, when all is 
over and some of the keenness is 
necessarily dulled, there would be 
so much interest in a meeting which 
wag only announced to present to the 
memb:rs the future plans of the Asso- 
ciation, something they could all read 
in the theatrical papers. 

One incident which struck a re- 
sponsive cord in the breast of every- 
one was the entrance of Mr. John 
Barrymore, who begged off the studio 
for a few minutes and arrived cos- 
tumed and made up for the screen. 
John was with us heart and soul dur- 
ing the strike, but was absent in the 
Far West, and, consequently, seized 
this opportunity to let us know where 
he stood. 

Doris Keane was perfectly charm- 
ing. Being unused to extempore 
speaking she at first hesitated and 
seemed nervous, but after a few mo- 
ments she regained control of herseif 
and gave us a most interesting ac- 
count of how our fellow players in 
England followed the strike. 

Some of the plans outlined by Mr. 
John Emerson and by our president, 
Mr. Francis Wilson, were most ambi- 
tious, but we are not going to restate 
them here, as we presume they were 
read in the dispatch which was sent 
to this paper last week just before 
going to press. 

Many enthusiastic letters and call- 
ers have voiced their endorsement of 
what was called a few weeks ago “The 
Equity dream,” but which, of late, has 
materialized into a concrete fact. 

There was quite a little “pep” in- 
fused into the finale of the meeting 


by Miss Mar; ‘t Vale’s motion, 
which, as you | know, was voted 
down. In our opinion Misg Vale was 


perfectly right in voicing a protest if 
she so desired against anything which 
the Council did, but it was rather de- 
structive to put a motion which, if 
carried, might have made the officers 
and those responsible for the conduct 
of our affairs resign in a body. When- 
ever we find that we do not enjoy the 
confidence of our members we shall 
make way for others. 

It should be throughly understood 
that the Council does not intend to in- 
fluence its members politically, nor 
could it effectively do so, since the 
ballot is a secret one and every voter 
can record his views without the 
knowledge of anybody else. 

In the past we have often had to 
speak rather severely of certain man- 
agers who, in our opinion, did not live 
up to their contracts, so it wag a pleas- 
ant reversal to be able to announce a 
very generous act on the part of Mr. 
A. H. Woods and to hear the audience 
resnond with cheers. 

Mr. O. B. Clarence, a member of 
the Council of the A. A. of England, 
ig at present in this country and we 
look forward to some _ interesting 
statements as to the progress of our 
affiliated organization. Incidentally 
we may state that Mr. Clarence an- 
nounced that ovr stand had helped 
our brothers and sisters on the other 
side of the water very much indeed. 

Those members who have ideas 
along the lines proposed at the meet- 
ing are requested to send them to 
the office, which will in turn hand 
them over to the proper committee 
for consideration. 

In this column it is the desire of the 
A. E. A. to help those members why 
may find themselves crowded out of 
positions in New York. We believe thai 
there are many managers in the West. 
where actors are scarcer, who would 
gladly avail themselves of the oppor-

tunity of getting into communication 
with those at liberty. We do not ex- 
pect that this column will be of much 
service to the so-called New York act- 
or, but it should prove of great value 
to many whose lives are spent travel- 
ing from town to town. Anyway it is 
an experiment and is being tried out, 
thanks to the generosity of The Bill- 
board, 

A few days ago we satisfactorily ad- 
justed two cases, one for $800 and the 
other for $8.75. Strange to say the 
smaller amount involved more trouble 
than the other, since it necessitated a 
personal visit to the manager's office. 
We want all our people to fee! that, no 
matter how small the sum, our serv, 
ices are entirely at their command. 

How often have we begged mem- 
bers of the A. E. A. to protect them- 
selves by securing a contract with all 
special conditions properly included, 
but alas, actors are so trusting, also 
seared, that they pay no heed to our 
advice. These remarks are prompted 
by the experience of one of our peo- 
ple, who was recently offered an en- 
gagement by a manager with whom 
he had appeared before. In order to 
accept same he had to resign a profita- 
ble job in moving pictures. After re- 
hearsing a week the author decided 
he was not the type and claimed that 
the ten days’ probation clause gave 
him the right to get someone else. This 
trouble would have been avoided if 
he had asked our advice before hand, 
but now he is the loser of a large sum 
of money. He gaid he took the word 
of the manager for the engagement, 
but, if so, the latter has conveniently 
forgotten all about it. 


EQUITY DAY FOR THE RED CROSS

New York, Nov. 10.—The show this afternoon consisted of only eight 
acts, but some of them were of such length that it was not over until 5:40. 
A packed house, as ever, enjoyed the performance as a whole, and even the 
last two acts held them in. Greater praise can not be given than this. 

Moran and Wiser opened the bill. It is a crime to put on an act of this 
sort to open a show. Even at that they put their offering over better than 
any opening act that has played the Palace :n months. Tho Moran and 
Wiser have been seen here many, many times they never seem to wear their 
welcome out. The act still seems fresh and it still gets ali the laughs it 
ever did. They do on'y ten minutes, but oh, what a ten minutes it is! Many 
an actor would give hig ears to get as many screams in an hour as these 
artists get in one-sixth of that time. 

In second place were William Sully and Genevieve Houghton in an act 
by Aaron Hoffman, called “Petween Lances.”” Aaron must have had an off 
day when he wrote the chatter for the team, for the best part of the act is 
the dancing. Sully is a rubber-legged individual who seems to be in immi- 
nent danger of throwing his nether extremities out of joint. He did not this 
afternoon and the act went nicely for this spot. 

Jimmy Hussey and Company, next, did forty minutes of singing, 
shimmying and jazzing. This act started the shimmy carnival this afternoon. 
They did lots of it, one obese jazzer do'ng a wiggle that was amusing, if not 
instructive, to admirers of the art. Hussey himself got a lot of laughs and 
was aided = abetted by Tot Qualters, who shimmies considerably herself. 

Mile. Nitta Jo presented a most artistic turn in No. 4 spot. She is a de- 
light to watch. Her quaint dialect adds piquancy to her songs, and she moves 
around the stage with a natural grace that few Americans seem to have. 
“Watch Her Hands” would be good billing for her. They are as expressive 
as well chosen words. Incidentally every word Mile. Nitta Jo sings can be 
understood. This is a novelty in itself. She was an unqualified hit. 

William Rock and his girls came next. The act has been speeded up 
since last week, but is still long. It ran twenty-nine minutes, and that is 
more than plenty. Nothing new has been added to the turn and it still de- 
pends on the scenery and costumes for its entertaining value, with the em- 
phasis on the latter. There is a great deal of the shimmy in the routine, with 
one of the girls a bit more wiggly than last week. This pleased the house, 
which never seems to tire of an exhibit of this sort; in fact, it should be 
marked Exhibit A in the case of the Palace versus the public. 

After intermission and Topics of the Day were over the headliner ap- 
peared. Pat Rooney and Marion Pent have gotten themselves a production 
now, and it is considerably better than most of the kind. Undoubtedly it was 
the hit of the bill. Emphasis is laid on talent in this act, and there is plenty 
of it. Pat himself dances like few can, and he is not afraid of competition, 
for the big hit of the act was a dancing team by the name of Mile. Marguerite 
and Frank Gill. The female half of this duo can top anyone that we have 
seen in her line. She is a lightning fast whirling dancer, with a most at- 
tractive personality and lots of good looks. There are six scenes in this revue, 
ail of them good. Their costumes are sanely cut and most attractive looking. 
Miss Bent is content to take a relatively minor part, while Rooney hardly 
leaves the stage. Some shimmy and jazz in this act, too. but the audience 
were gluttons for punishment and came back for more. Tho the act ran for 
forty-three minutes it was fast and pleased all the way. It is to be hoped 
tho that others will not try to emulate Rooney in th‘s, for not many have the 
talent and the willingness to work with others who possess it, too. This is 
what makes this act. The scenery and clothing are accessories only. 

Herbert Clifton did thirteen minutes of real entertainment. Following the 
Rooney act was a task to st9¢ger anvene. The more the eredit to Clifton for 
getting awav with it. He did. and well too Few wal'’ed out. the many must 
have seen him before. His treatent of the feminine imnersonation is a nov- 
elty always. It is a great idea and he wor's it to perfection 

Johannes Josefsson and his or‘ginal Icelandic G''ma Company did only 
four minutes. Here ts a real noveltv feature act thot wae the victim of cir- 
cumstances on this bill. One can onl, admire the way thev cut their act to 
the bone and presented only the meat of ‘t. They met with their reward, 
for not a soul stirred while thev were on. and thev got a solid round of ap- 
plause at the finish. The exhibition of the Iceland‘e art of self-defense is a 
wonderful thing. The agility of Josefsson is astounding. He does impos- 
sible things with his hands and feet. It is to be hoped that he will be booked 
before long in some bill where he will have a chance to show his entire act.

Twelve 
of them are now in operation, five are in the 
course of construction, and an option will be 
exercised Monday on two more. The price paid 
for the circuit was not announced, but it is 
said to run into the millions. 

Ackerman & Harris retain a 25 per cent in- 
terest in the circuit, Loew will open an office 
im San Francisco, but the general control of 
affairs for the entire string of houses will be 
centered in New York. The theaters taken over 
include the Palace Hippodrome, Seattle; Casino 
and Hippodrome, San Francisco; Hippodrome, 
Portland Hippedrome, Tacoma Hippodrome, 
Cal. The options spoken of are on a Los An- 
geles theater and a theater now being built in 
San Francisco. 

It is said on good authority that Loew is af- 
ter more theaters in the West, and this is but 
Los Angeles; Hippodrome, Stockton; Hippodrome, 
San Jose; Hippodrome, Fresno; Hippodrome, 
Sacramento; Hippodrome, San Diego; Casino, 
Salt Lake City.

They 
were charged with violating the theater ticket 
selling ordinance. This law prohibits the 
charging of more than fifty cents premium over 
the price marked on the ticket. 

The Producing Managers’ Association, at a 
meeting held last week, put the matter square- 
ly up to the authorities and appointed a commit- 
tee with William A. Brady at the head to find 
& solution of the problem. District Attorney 
Swann countered with the accusation that the 
Managers were themselves to blame for allow- 
ing the tickets to get into the hanas of specula- 
tors who charge outrageous prices. A case was 
cited in which a pair of tickets priced at 
$3.50 each were sold by a scalper for $18. The 
district attorney has called a conference this 
week between the committee of managers and 
himself to find some method of checking ticket 
speculation.

“TO BE OR NOT 
TO BE” 


There is a letter before me as I write from a man who 
signs himself “‘One of the Victims.” 


It relates to a certain tour in this country. Some of the 
details, for the present, I do not publish, but these are some 
of the salient and chief details mentioned in this actor’s 
communication: 


1. In going on this tour he advises all actors to add at least 
20% to their ordinary salary. 


2. When the actor arrives on the opening date, unless you 
stop at the manager’s hotel, it is extremely likely that the manager 
will put you on first, and, if so, you remain first for the remainder 
of the tour. 


3. After about three weeks of the tour a suave gentleman 
will meet you after the first show and tell you that next week 
you play two towns for him at two-thirds of your salary, pro 
rata, and, if you don’t play, you must lay off during that week. 


4. At the first of these towns you will walk the street all 
night to find a room, and in the company in which the man 
who writes me was only four of the artists out of eighteen 
were able to obtain a room. One who did obtain a room had 
no heat, no water to wash in, except a soap box with a vinegar 
measure filled with muddy water, and the charge was $4.00 a 
night. 


5. The theatre (7?) has a stage with a 14-foot opening and 
12 feet deep, four dressing rooms, no heat, a toilet unfit for a 
pig,,and some of the artists had to dress in the picture booth, 
and a blackfaced comedian had to wait till the town turned on 
the water in the morning at 7 o'clock a.m. so that he could 
wash up. 


6. All trunks were left on the lot outside the stage door 
and had to be unpacked there. 


7. At the next town the baggage man charged $1.50 for 
each trunk, and informed my correspondent that he had to give 
50 cents of that to the manager of the theatre to hold the job, 
which my correspondent says is true in other places of the tour. 


8. At one of the biggest towns on this circuit the stage 
manager runs a nice “home-like” game in the cellar at 10c a 
chance, and, if you happen to be lucky, after spending a few 
dollars, you may win a little stick-pin or a half-pound box of 
chocolates, and, if you happen to run shy of money to continue 
your gambling, the same stage manager will advance you as 
much as you wish at 10% interest till the end of the week.

Then came Polly, impersonated by Evelyn Cun- 
ningham who was the personification of person- 
ality plus pleasing ability, for Miss Cunning- 
ham caught and held the fancy of the audi- 
ence. 

Harry Welsh (comic) entered via the original 
Welsh slide and his Hebrew make-up, manner- 
ism and the likable Welsh smile, one and all 
received a hearty round of applause that ex- 
tended itself into a reception for George F. 
Hayes (comic), in his typical rube characteriza- 
tion. 

Welsh, as custodian of Promoter Green’s cash 
register, registered numerous laughs by his lib- 
erulity in dispensing bankrolls. 

Welsh decided to beat Green at his own game 
and induced Hayes to go into partnership ina 
putting cut a show which they proceeded to 
do by interviewing talent, Al H. Weston, M.

Writers and Users Say It Together 


Sketch artists, eingles, two-acts—all the 
vaudeville folks,*in fact—start into their pro- 
fession with dreams of big time, lots of money, 
twinkling lights spelling their names. Lots 
of them get what? 

Stung! 

Movie producers, song publishers, play man- 
agers, and all ‘the rest who use created niaterial, 
spend freely with visions of big hits..more profit 
than its take to pay their taxes. Very often they 
wake up. 

Stung! 

Writers for all the different amusement en- 
terprises sai] into the game with the optimistic 
idea that they will win fame and fortune. 
They swell the chorus. 

Stung! 

If it was just the fellowes using material who 
get the slort-change end of the deal you could 
blame it on the writers and yell at them to cut 
it out. 

If it was only the writer craft who got it 
where the tie and collar belong you could pan 
the producers and the rest of the users and 
quit them cold. 

But when both sides are working for the 
same things and not getting anywhere there's 
something wrong somewhere. 

It’s a sure bet that every play producer, every 
movie manufacturer, every music house, every 
vaudeville act wants to get along, is anxious 
to do the right thing by the amusement busi- 
ness and give it a Tittle boost upward. 

It’s just as safe to gamble that every writer 
who creates material for use in this business is 
anxious to do the same things.

And vet each side thinks the other side is 
trying i» push down the woodpile. 


The whole trouble is this: There’s a nigger 
in that woodpile! 

Every so often he wiggles around with his 
feet, and down comes the wood the writer has 
piled up to keep the amusement fires going when 
coal mines slacken production. 

Then, after a while, the dusky African 
shrugs his shoulders, and down comes the wood 
on the users’ side of the pile, and they join the 
merry chorus started by the writer.

They make so much fuss that they can't hear 
enlprit giggling.

You writers of material thonght you did that 
before, and so did you material users. 

But there was no co-operation. Each piled 
in his own way. For instance, the writers reed 
books on how to write scenarios and vaudeville 
sketches and song lyrics, and so on, and thought 
that was piling wood the right way. 

So thought the song publishers and the movie 
men and the vaudeville people. They allowed 
the writers to submit their stuff; it was read 
and it was returned when postage wae inclosed. 

Each side figured that it was doing plenty for 
the other side in that way. 

That’s how Mis-understanding got into the 
woodpile. 

And now the wood is all stiewed eround. 
You writers see your hopes of profit and a 
future gone to the royal bow-wows, and you 
folks who see songs fizzle, watch pictures bring 
canceled contracts, hear the first-night audience 


unpacking their hammers—you figure that the 


fellow on the other side of the pile is to blame. 

Writers, why not show the other fellows that 
you can pile up wood the right way. Don't 
growl if stuff comes back without a letter of 
commendation. Take the attitude that the 
user has his troubles and ie pretty busy trying 
to find something good in what you send. Look 
at what you write with a calm and critical 
mind, and try your darnedest to make your stuff 
80 good that the fellow who sees it will KNOW 
that you’re doing better than ever, and in time 
he will come around to your end of the pile of 
wood and give you a hand. 

Song sellers, picture filmers, vaudeville play- 
ers—all you folks who depen on creative ma- 
terial for a push ahead—and * good stuff gives 
it to your business, you can’t deny that!—give 
the writer your side of the argument, show him 
which way you think it’s best to get the wood- 
pile strong and compact. Tell him if he’s 
putting some sticks in the wrong way. Get 
together with him, for there may be a cold day 
when you'll need all the wood you can get. You 
don’t have to tell each writer separately. Send 
your word in here to the Corner and they'll 
all get it. The writers will show that they 
deserve help, and it'll cost you only a two-cent

CORNER CALLERS 


MARY M. asks: ‘‘When the song publishers 
send back my lyrics without even a siip of 
rejection, is that a sign that they do not read 
them?” 

No, that isn’t a sign that the publishers de 
not at least have a reader consider the lyrics. 
It is just a sign that the publishers can no! 
use the particular material that you submit. 
It is a safe thing to say that every publisher 
who is anxious to put out real hits is willing to 
take the trouble to consider the outside con- 
tribution, 

J.-E. HASWELL writes in: “I read that a 
mighty small percentage of the scenarios sub- 
mitted are bought. About one in a million, I 
guess. What chance is there for a fellow to 
break into the game under these circumstances?’ 

One in a million sounds like discouraged talk. 
The percentage isn’t as bad as that for the 
writer. As for the chance to break in, it’s 
just as good as ever for the chap who can put 
over stuff that is a little better than the other 
999,999, and the way to find out if it is better 
than the others is to study the stars and watch 
the screen, and figure on what thé andiences 
like, then do your best to make your material 
as good as you know how and watch the check 
come back instead of the rejection slip.

If this wonld hapnen 
I am sure we would see a better grade of songs. 
It couldn’t be otherwise, for instead of getting 


discouraged the outside writer would ‘be’ work- 
ing to beat the dickens, and all working bard 
and on the right track there would be compe- 


tition and harder work, and that’s where the 
better songs would come. in."’ 

You put it well, brother, and we hope to 
see the day come when the puliisiers will 
realize that the outside fellow, the writer who 
works at a disadvantage because he isn't on 
the inside, doesn’t expect the song maker to 
give him any more of a show than he does 
anyone else—only a square deal ami a little 
helpful tip now and then. That will wake the 


outside writer get a wiggle on ani the answer 
will be that if he has any talent tie song pub- 
lisher will be a gainer by very littie effort. 

We also get word that there are a few good 
scouts now in the song game, and among them 
are such fine fellows as George M. Cohan, and 
that writer of hits for Al Piantadosi's forces— 
Bud Green. These two are well dispored toward 
the real writer, but please don't flood their 
mail with the first thing that comes handy. The 
idea of getting together is for the writer to 
try and do better work before he bothers the 
fellows at the top, then these ladder-crowners 
will be more ready to shoot along the good will 
and the helping words.

—A Study of Indiana’s Fight for 
Democracy—Circus, Chautauqua, Lyceum and 
Theatrical People Should Study How the 
, Hoosiers Deal With the License Prob- 

lem— Law and Medicine Compared 


Wonder how many of our professional people 
are really acquainted with the work that is be- 
ing done by the Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs 
thruout this country in presenting speakers at 
their noon @iy luncheons, and their evening en- 
tertainments when they present their programs 
for their lady friends? If you are not informed 
on this work you may be missing a great deal 
that could be of value to you and the lyceum 
committees. Study it. 

The other day the writer visited Fort Wayne, 
Ind., as the speaker for the Kiwanis Club of 
that city--that we had a good time goes without 
saying. But what we gathered there in the way 
of facts were worth more than our good time. 

While in ciat city we made it a special point 
to study one of the fundamental problems that 
is right now agitating this nation.

When we returned to Chicago we made some 
hasty investigations into a report that was a 
stunner to us. Here is what we heard: There 
are only six students enrolled in the Medical 
College freshman class. That is one of the rea- 
sons given by John D. Rockefeller for the dona- 
tion of $10.000.000 to be used to further the 
medical profession. This oleaginous ointment, 
it is hoped, will stimulate more students to en- 
ter the medical profession. 


A few years ago we spent much time studying 
the work that Doctors W. S. and Lena K. Sad- 
ler, who were then doing lectures on the chau- 
tauqua platform. We urged them on and did all 
we could to further their efforts, as a matter 
of general education; we believed then, as we do 
now, that fame and fortune awaits the doctor, 
be he allopath or drugless, faith or materialist, 
who will tell the TRUTH about LIFE to the 
people, inform them about how to keep well 
when they are well, and how to get well when 
they are sick. When we first called on the 
Doctors Sadler they were located in a single 
room where they had office hours with four other 
doctors. It's a matter of chautauqua history of 
how the Sadlers went, year after year, to chau- 
tauquas from Maine to Oregon and from Cal- 
ifornia to Florida; how they gave the people 
talks on health, showed the towns their disease- 
breeding places and gave the study of LIFE a 
real impetus. 

What were the results? Just what we used 
to argue to the doctors that they would be. 
Today the Sadlers are paying more than $28,000 
a year rent for their quarters in Chicago, and 
patients are constan‘ly flocking to them from 
every State in the Union. 

If you don’t believe that there is an interest 
in the subject of health you should have read 
the stories in the Chicago papers describing how 
an Episcopalian minister came here and 
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preached a few sermons and started the sick and 
diseased to flocking to a little out of the way 
ehurch in such mobs that it was impossible 
to take care of the crowds. Still ministers won- 
der why they have empty pews. 

Anyone who is at all familiar with the times 
understande that the one big fundamental! fact 
that seems to permeate many of the biggest and 
most successful movements of today is that they 
do just what Mrs. Eddy did when she laid out 
her plans—the Science of Health is put first 
and the Key to the Scriptures is made an after 
thought. People want to live now. 

Here is a fact that needs to be given some 
deep thought. When Mrs. Eddy started to work 
there were but few who even thouglt of any 
sort of medicine except what was then in vogue. 
‘Now the regular doctors have to have a name, 
@o as to designate them from the rest. And 
there are sald to be about 35,000,000 people in 
this country who get along without drugs at all. 

What is the cause of much of this strange 
state of affairs? The answer is found in the 
license system that puts the power of growth in 
the hands of the few when the rights of the 
many are paramount. Medical boards have 
strangled initiative. Old, wornout hasbeens have 
made the rules and set the pace for the roung 
and ambitious. Today it is a common thing to 
bear people say that the greatest trust in the 
world is the MEDICAL TRUST. 

If you can separate the great science of 
therapeutics from politics you will see tiat 
this article, in no way, either defends nor advo- 
cates any system of medicine, er healing. We 
are not even here advocating sanitary measures. 

What we have said about medicine is also 
applicable to the great legal profession, and 
Indiana is as good a State to vigit if you want 
to study the results of what w: claim to be 
the real ideal way of doing things. In Indiana 
there is no test required for the entrance into 
the legal profession. Anyone can hang out a 
sign and practice law. This has been a part of 
their constitutional requirements since way back 
in the earliest days of the Statehood. The re- 
sults of this open field is that Indiana has long 
been represented at the very head of the list 
of States as judged by the high standard of its 
bar and her legal practices. 


The United States has been honored by citizens 
of the Hoosier State, who have guided this na- 
tion as presidents and an army of statesmen. 
Today, as we all know, Indiana has every rea- 
sn to feel proud of the fact that a member of 
her bar is and has been able to fill the vice 
Presidential chair in such a way that the 
American people have broken all records and 
have kept him at his post with ever increasing 
confidence that he is one of the ablest and 
truest patriots and statesmen who has ever been 
called to that office. 

Thomas R, Marshall will grow as the years go 
by and his utterances will be more appreciated 
as we study the deep, profound meaning that is 
hidden away in their depths. He recently sald: 
“I believe that the American Republic, as in- 
stituted by the fathers, constitutes the fines: sys 
tem of government ever ordained among men 
and affords the machinery for the righting of 
grievances without resorting to violence, tu 
mult and disorder. 


“I believe that every inequality which exists 
in the social and economic condition of the 
American people is traceable to the successful 


demands of interested classes for 


class legis- 
lation, and I belleve, therefore, that practical 
equality can be obtained under form of gv 


ernment by remedial legi lation in the interest 
of the American people and not in the tuterest 


of anybody, thereof, large or small. 


“I pledge myself to the support of these prin 
ciples by my voice, my vote, and, if need be. by 
my fortune and my life, and I promise my coun- 
try to train my children in this most hely faith.” 

If that means anything, and we think it 
means much, it means that the license system is 
wrong in principle and ought to be bani hed, It 
means that theatrical people shoul! fight the 
system and not pay the graft. It means that 


circus people should educate the people and 
cease to fix the politicians. It means that the 
lyceum and chautauqua should figut the people's 


battles and not try to shift the responsibility 
onto the local committeemen,

EGINALD Herbert Smith, of the 
Boston Bar, in his report to the 
Carnegie Foundation, after three years 
of investigation, makes an impartial 
summary of the defects of our present 
judiciary system, and states that there 
are probably thirty-five million men, 
women and children in the United 
States whose financial condition ren- 
ders them unable to pay any appre- 
ciable sum for attorneys’ services in 
He further 
states: 


“The evil is not one of class in the 
sense that it gives the poor over to the 
mercies of only the rich. It enables 
the poor to rob one another; it permits 
the shrewd immigrant of a few years’ 
residence to defraud his more recently 
arrived countrymen. The line of cleav- 
age is that between the dishonest and 
the honest. Everywhere it abets the 
unscrupulous, ‘the crafty and vicious 
in their plans to exploit their less 
intelligent and less fortunate fellow. 
The system not only robs the poor of 
their only protection, but it places in 
the hands of their oppressors the most 
powerful and ruthless weapon ever in- 
vented.” 


At this hour, when the world is in 
such a turmoil, there is everywhere 
evidence that this deadly weapon is

being wielded by the very class that 
the report declares makes use of it. 

When the actors asked for justice 
they were confronted with lawsuits 
asking the courts to take what little 
property these public benefactors had 
aecumulated and hand it over to the 
vanagers.

What is 
gained by instituting legal proceedings 
in any case?

HE Billboard has fought long and 
hard for the Public Defender. 
That battle is being won, and a long 
stride is being taken towards a better 
day for the less fortunate who have 
found themselves at the mercy of the 
cunning even in their own walk of life. 


But we feel that it is about time for 
another step forward. That step can 
easily be taken if our readers will all 
study the case in hand. Get the facts 
as they are and see how simple the 
remedy will be. 


At present anyone can sue a fellow- 
man in most cf the States in America 
if the person suing has but a few dol- 
lars—say one to five dollars. The de- 
fendant can be put to thousands of 
dollars’ expense taking depositions and 
securing evidence preparing his de- 
fense. The prosecution can wait until 
the day before the trial is scheduled 
and then withdraw the suit. 


It should be the law in every State 
that when a person starts a suit against 
a fellow man or woman that that suit 
can not then be withdrawn without re- 
imbursing the defense for any and all 
money spent for preparing the case, or 
by mutual consent. That is fair. That 
is honest. 

We hope that every lyceum and chau- 


pense of preparing his defense he may 
find that he has only his trouble and 
a bill of expense for his recompense. 

We knew a manager of a vaudeville 
house who agreed with the agent of 
one of the attractions playing on his 
bill that if said vaudevillian would sue 
the leading man playing a legitimate 
house that he, the manager, would 
stand half the cost. .The suit was 
brought and an innocent man was made 
to suffer that an act might get some 
publicity. 

Here is a case that is worth going 
over carefully: The Chicago papers 
state that “Frank G. Davis, a discharged 
soldier, was arrested and held for 
further hearing under bonds of $5,000 
by United States Commissioner Lewis 
F. Mason on charges of violation of 
the espionage act. Davis, who is a 
floorwalker in Rothschild’s Department 
Store, was alleged to have said to Mrs. 
J. K. Derrie, a Red Cross worker, who 
went into the store and into his de- 
partment asking donations for the Red 
Cross: “The Red Cross is made up of 
a bunch of grafters. They sold ciga- 
rets with a card included stating that 
they were with the compliments of the 
Red Cross, and the soldiers paid 
more for them from the Red Cross 


than they paid at any other place’ 
Davis served overseas and was gas 
He also re-enlisted after his discharg: 
Commissioner Mason permitted Davis 
to sign his own bond.”

“After today’s hearing Commission + 
ason dismissed Davis, Saying: 
“TI congratulate you upon = your 
service to your country and in the 
name of the United States I wish to 
apologize to you for this unwarranted 
action. I am deeply sorry this oc- 
curred.’ 
“Davis broke down and wept. Mrs. 
Derrie also wept and expressed sorrow 
over the former soldier’s arrest and 
begged him, if ever the Red Cross can 


be of service to him, to call upon the 
organization. 


“Davis was in the American trenches 
from June 21 last year until October 
16. He was wounded and gassed. Ho 
told the Commissioner that on one ou- 
casion when he went to a Red Cress 
canteen cigarets were selling at half 
a franc per package. He had had none 
for many days, but, having no money, 
his request for some was refused. 


“Davis-is receiving a 20 per cent 
disability allowance from the Govern- 
ment. He is manager of the grocery 
department at Rothschild & Co. [It 
was while Mrs. Derrie was there ve:-. 
terday, soliciting Red Cross funds. the 
soldier made his bitter comment.” 


The real principle of equity and jus- 
tice here should have put more than a 
woman’s tears between Sister Der: e 
and a man who was attending to lis 
duty, earning an honest living after 
having served his country in its hour 
of need. 

This case shows the fundamental 
weakness of the law. It should be made 
as hard as possible to put a fellow in 
the toils of the law, and, when he is 
there, it should take more than tears 
to get him out. 

Let’s make justice the hope of al! 
who suffer and the dread of all who 
wrong.

The old adage that “there is nothing new 
under the sun” has been disproved so often 
that its fallacy, as occasionally disclosed, has 
lost a great deal of the interest which usually 
attaches to such disclosures.

Rhodes undoubtedly deserves a palm, for a 
glance at the accompanying picture cf his at- 
traction shows that there is nothing of an 
esoteric character to it—any layman can see 
that here, at last, is “class,” together with 
that — always gives the public its money’s 
worth, : 


Mr. Rhodes’ attraction has been carried 
this season ag an extra side-show, and, every- 
where, it has been remarkabiy successful. 
He has spared no trouble or expense in mak- 
ing it what it is. There is nothing of the com- 
mcn or repulsive about it. Thus it has carried 
With it an irresistibie appeal to the better 
classes. Mr, Rhodes has builded on the theory 
that to attract the attention of the better 
classes means to get everybody, and it seems 
he made no mistake, as his record for the 
season shows. 


He presents “Peggy Poole,” of Oriental 
fame, as Juanita, the Human Snake. It is a 
combination of burlesque, vaudeville and com- 
edy, greatly enhanced by the gorgeous Mex!- 
can apparel of the chief actor. The per- 


The writer a short time ago’ visited Mr. 
Rhodes and paid another visit a few minutes 
later to the attraction itself. It may be truth- 
fully said that Juanita and her snakes form 
one of the most pleasing and most entertaining 
exhibitions it has ever been my good for- 
tune to witness. After watching the show 
and observing the looks upon the faces of 
the spectators it was not necessary to wait 
for the:r enthusiastic comments to understand 
why Mr. Rhodes has made it the success 
it is. 


So much for the performance. But it 
would be unfair to review it without a word 
or two about the exterior decorations, which, 
naturally, have much to do with the whoie.

Some year before a useful institution, the 
Fat Stock Ghow, beld annually in the Lake 
Front pavilion in Chicago, bad died a natural 
death, and it was evident that unless a similar 
institution, broade# in scope, was founded the 
li stock industry im all its ramifications would 
suffer. Out of that travell eame the present 
International Live Stock Bxposition, at which 
ejuine, bovine, porcine and ovine wealth of 
three continents has been annually displayed 
for a period of two decades, each aggregation 
exceeding that of the previous year in quality 
aud numbers. The institution has acquired a 
genuine international character, foreign com- 
petitors frequemtly carrying off the stellar 
prizes. : 

Twenty yeare constitutes an important chapter 
in the live stock annals of the United States. 


VIRGIL C. POWELL,

When the International Live Stock Exposition 
was launched in 1900 the big herds still claimed 
possession of the public domain and the no- 
madic sheep bands roamed unmolested from the 
Western confines of the cora belt clear to the 
Cascades and even beyond. The entire indus- 
try has been revolutionized during that period. 
The big Western cattie outfits have lirgely been 
replaced by small cattlemen and settlers, and 
the sheep business has been placed on a sub 
stantial deal basis, meat durnishing the flock 
owner with the major part of his revenue. As 
the bonanza period of the industry terminated 
stability was installed. In the sphere of finish- 
ing, new methods, inculcated mainly by ex- 
hibits and demonstrations at the International 
Live Stock Exposition, have maintained the

the little fool’sh toys, or want to ride on the 
merry-go-round, but the majority of pecple 
are afraid that the actions of the self-assumed 
censors of public morals have advanced a step 
too far. ‘The joyloving citizens have suddenly 
sobered to the appalling restrictions clamped 
down upon them, while the reformer himself in- 
wardly feels that the sudden chenge of Ed- 
war'sville to a bone-dry amusement center will 
resuit in a disastrous physical and sentimental 
reaction.

industry on a basis of profit where continuance 
of old metheds would have been ruinous. 

But it is in preserving the invaluable seed 
stock of all the breeds of the different species 
during the war period that tne International 
Live Stock Exposition has performed its great- 
est service to the country. These annual con- 
tests in the show-ring at Chicago have main- 
tained such a degree of interest that men of 
wealth and corresponding enterprise have been 
aroused to a sense not on'y of the importance 
of pedigreed live stock, but to the allurements 
of the breeding sphere conpled with its re- 
munerative features.

This year an aggregation of live stock merit 
such as the world has never witnessed will be 
assembleq at the dnternational Amphitheater, 
Union Stocl: Yards, Chicago, the home of the 
exposition erected fifteen years ago by the 
Union Stogk Yards and Transit Co. at a cost 
of half a million dollars. The event marks 
the 20th anniversary of the inception of the 
enterprise and will be the occasion of the launch- 
ing of the most successful and important en- 
terprise of its kind since Noah stocked his cele- 
brated Ark. It will be a reunion of the breed- 
ers, feeders and stockmen generally of the 
last quarter of a century, or the survivors.

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BALTIMORE PARK 
ls To Be Entirely Rebuilt 


Manageinent Plans To Spend 
$100,000 on Riverview-Some 
Improvements Already 
Under Way 


Baltimore, Nov. 8.—Riverview Park will be 
rebuilt if the plans of the officials of the com- 
pany which control it have in mind can be 
carried out by the beginning of next season. 
There will be a number of new amusement fea- 
tures and all the old places will be built over 
and, in the words of the managers, everything 
will be new but the river. 

The improvements, some of which have al- 
ready been started, will entail an expenditure of 
more than $100,000. Several permits have al- 
ready been granted the company for erecting 
the buildings, all of which will be of frame 
construction, ane others will be applied for as 
the work advances, 

An entirely new and more imposing entrance 
to the park will be erected, and the plans call 
for a new roller coaster, to cost approximately 
$50,000; a coal mine coaster, said to be some- 
thing new in this section of the country, to 
cost about $35,000; an old mill, to cost about 
$20.000, and an open-air dance floor, to cost 
about $6,000. The construction work calls for 
three frame buildings, and many of the new 
features will be housed under these. There will 
be all new concessions and the old boardwalks 
will be torn up and crushed stone walks sub- 
stituted. 


FUTURE OF PARK 


At East Liverpool, O., Depends Upon 
Action of Railroad 


East Liverpool, 0., Nov. 8.—Rock Springs 
Park, Eastern Ohio’s largest amusement resort, 
which lost its rating among Eastern Ohio re- 
sorts when the Government refused to sanction 
excursions over the Pennsylvania lines to East 
Liverpool, just across the river from the re- 
sort, May regain its popularity next spring if 
present plans of the owner, C. A. Smith, of 
Che#ter, W. Va., materialize. Charles A. 
Smith, Jr., manager of the park, stated that 
a conference with Pennsylvania Railroad officials 
at Pittsburg is scheduled for early in the year, 
and at this time it is hoped that excursions 
will again be authorized. In the event officials 
sanction excursions work will be started im- 
mediately to improve the park grounds and 
remodel and build new amusement features. 
With the exception of the dancing pavilion, 
which is one of the largest in Eastern Ohio; 
the bathing pool and scenic railway, all amuse- 
ment features bave been allowed to go to ruin. 
Smith stated this week that approximately 
$75,000 would be expended in improvements and 
beautifying this park should the owners be 
given assurance that excursions would be re- 
sumed next summer. Should the Pennsylvania 
Company refuse to allow excursions the park 
will be operated only on holidays and stated 
occasions in 1920. Smith said the dance pa- 
vilion and bathing pool, however, will be ac- 
cessible daily.

The past season at Midway Beach Park was 
a successful one, Manager Collins’ policy of 
giving his patrons full value for their money 
and sending them away from the park smiling 
having proved justly popular. Next year there 
will probably be some surprises in store for 
patrons when the park opens, as Mr. Collins 
is well aware of the value of novelty.

GOOD ROADS BOOST FAIRS 


And Should Be Encouraged—Road 
Building Should Be in Com- 
petent Hands 


An important factor in the success of county 


fairs, and, in fact, of State and district fairs 
as well, is good roads. The conditions of the 
roads in the country surrounding the fair 


grounds is bound to have an effect on the at- 
tendanee at the annual fair, and it is upon at- 
tendance that the success of the fair depends. 


Every fair secretary should be an enthusiastic 
booster for better roads. Not for expensive 
roads, but for the sort best suited to the traffic 
they are to bear. Thousands of dollars are 
being wasted annually in building expensive 
roads that wear out in a few years and cost 
an enormous sum for upkeep. It is time that 
this criminal profiteering in road building is 
stopped. fepair and maintain the roads al- 
ready constructed, and when new roads are 
built, let them be built of material that has 
proved its wearing quatities. And let them be 
built under the supervision of men who have 
the interests of taxpayers at heart, and not by 
high cost road hogs, who have more interest in 
what they can grab for themselves than they 
have for the practical utility cf the roads. 


H. &. Daniels, of the Dort Motor Co., had 
something to say recently on the good roads 
question, and his remarks are well worth re- 
peating. ‘‘During the past few monthbs,”’ said 
Mr. Daniels, ‘‘and ever since the war has shown 
us the vital importance of good road building, 
good roads has been the topic of probably more 
articles and speeches in the automobile industry 
than any other one subject. 

“But with all this talk of good roads, we 
have lost track of one highly important feature, 


( 


al that js, placing the vast expénditure of 
our good roads money in the hands of experi- 
enced road builders, men who are thoroly fa- 
Millar with good roads requirements. 

“With hundreds of millions of dollars avail- 
able for road construction and other millions of 
dollars worth of motor equipment made avatl- 
able to the State Highways Department tira 
the concessions of the War Department, the 
time has come when we should look about_us 
and see that we have behind this great effort 
intelligent direction. 

“A road that is built today and lasts but a 
few years in a very poor investment. It means 
that taxation will be continuously imposed upen 
the public in order to keep these roads ia re- 
pair, and in the end they will cost us more 
than an efficient road making program would 
cost. 

“What we want primarily are men who have 
spent their lives in good-road building. We do 
not want ‘promoters’ who see a vast rtunity 
for making huge profits in the expenditure of 
the people’s money, but we do want these huge 
sums in the hands of companies who have good 
roads experience and who have sbewn their 
capabilities thru their road building of the past. 

“Those who have had much to do with high- 
ways know that the highway engineer must be 
a trained man, as well as any other engineer. 
He must be able to locate roads properly; must 
know all about materials which have to go into 
the roads in order to make them stand up; must 
be somewhat of a financier in order to expend 
the money wisely, but, above all, he should 
know the type of road which is best suited thru 
the country where the road is built."

Claims Longest Airplane and Auto- 
mobile Races This Year Prove 
the Former Safest and Com- 
paratively More Re- 
liable 


By a comparison of the recent serial races 
between New ork and Toronto, and New York 
aod San Francisco, with the longest automobile 
race held this year at Indianapolis, Glenn L. 
Martin, pioneer sir man and builder of planes, 
in a late statement points out that . greater 
progress has been made in the reiiability of 
planes in a compar.tively short period of time. 

After calling attention to the matter of dis- 
tance, wherein the New York-Toronto aerial 
race covered 1,042 miles and the New York-San 
Francisco event 2,701 miles, white the auto 
race on the Indianapolis Speedway was but a 
500-mile contest, also that the distance traveled 
and the pumber of entries in the former gave 
about ten times the opportunity for accidents 
and failures? 

Let us consider the physical 
the course. The automobile speed kings on a 
bright, clear day, after weeks of practice, 
which had made them familiar with its every 
well-paved inch, circled a banked course which 
at a cost of bundreds of thousands of dollars 
had been prepared for them. In their pits were 
high-priced racing mechanics with expensive 
tool kits and a vast beap of spare parts. In 
other words, at Indianapolis conditions were as 
nearly ideal as tem years of racing experience 
could make them in order te insure perfect per- 
formance from mes and machines. 

Just compare these conditions with those un- 
der which the eertal races, particularly the 
transcontinental event, were beld. In place of 
a million-dollar banked speedway on which they 
had practiced for weeks the fyers were re- 
quired to make twenty-one stops on as many 
different flelds, no two of the landing places re- 
sembling one another and on all twenty-one of 
which the amount of money expended in prepa- 
ration was so small as to be hardly worth men- 
tioning. Ninety per cent of the pilots had 
never seen more than four or five of these 
flells and their only guides were maps, com- 
passes and their own ability to judge a good

landing fleld from the air. Such conditions 
were calculated to show what their military 
training had done for them and bring out the 


individual initiative so essential to a military 
pilot.

WORTHAM’S GREATEST SHOWS 


Have Good Weather and Success at 
Texarkana, Ark.-Texas 


The District Fair at Texarkana, held on the 
down-town streets October 29-November 1, oc- 
cupying both sides of the Texas-Arkansas State 
line, was given under the direct supervision and 
managenent of the live wire thoroly enthusiastic 
and fully capable Chamber of Commerce, and C. 
A. Wortham’s World's Greatest Exposition 
Shows were engaged to supply the amusement 
portion of this entirely new and novel “county 
and district fair and annual festival.’”” This 
Texarkana district festival is a great object 
lesson to hundreds of smaller cities that have 
no large fair grounds facilities with permanent 
oF even temporary buildings, and it wae visited 
by wany out-of-town committees to observe the 
method required in its management and absorb 
the various innumerable details necessary to 
promote such a down town, home-made, local 
fair and festival to satisfactory success, 

But it is likely this Texarkana plan will eur- 
vive at this point owing to conditions, as the 
location borders on three States and with all the 
territoria] interests happy and contented if any 
change were made it would require several fair 
grounds to satisfy everybody. ‘Tbe agreeable ar- 
rangement is this: A large waterproof canvas 
is erected on @ vacant lot right in the heart of 
things, as near to the business district as con- 
venient and possible.

From the large tent on the Whitner grounds 
radiated al) the big Wortham Shows and conces- 
sions, covering all the available space on State 
Line street, Texas and Arkansas. And with 
pleasant weather once more to cheer the Be- 
douine and likewise the local populace, the re- 
turns were satisfactory.

UPHEAVAL REPORTED 


Among General Agents of Larger Car- 
nival Companies in West 

New York, Nov. §.—From the West comes 
floating persistent rumers of an upheaval among 
the representative general agents ahead of the 
larger competitive carnival organizations. The 
“row’’ is alleged to be due to the fact that 
“work’’ laid owt for the high-priced agents in 
hooking the big fair dates is credited to them 
but in reality was accomplished by several 
well-known booking agents, who specialize in 
the outdoor fielt, The revelation of this econ 
dition is said to have caused the managers of 
the big carnivals to make rigid investigation 
into the reason why they are paying high sal 
aries and commissions to thetr agents, wh 
de not deliver contracts dfrect, but only act 
as intermediaries. 

Further vaporings go to the extent of saying 
that a large number of the managers are seri 
ously considering the abolition of the general 
agent in favor of the one who actus!ly de 
livers the contracts for the big dates. This 
condition in part is due, in the opinion of many 
to ttle heretofore lax business methods of the 
managers in not giving just recognition to the 
agents who once upon a time did deliver the 
contracts direct and not thru booking agents. 

Whether so or not, there are going to be many 
changes fin the executive staffs of the com- 
petitive carnivals before the dawn of season of 
1920 if The Billboard's information is correct. 


HARRY K. MAIN’S SHOWS 


The last week in October found the Harry 
K. Main Mighty Midway Shows in Brewton, 
Ala., supplying all attractions for the Exscam 
bia County Fair. As the county has no fair 
grounds Mr. May, the fair secretary, arranged 
with the city for the use of the streets. The 
fair was advertised for miles around, with ex- 
cursion rates on all lines out of Birmingham 
and Mobile. The city was beautifully decorated, 
and with every citizen in the county boosting 
the fair would have been the biggest event in 
Southern Alabama had not the weather been in- 
clement. Altho it rained almost continuously 
for four days the people ‘“‘poured’’ into town 
from all directions, armed with umbrellas and 
rain coats, and seemed to enjoy themselves the 
same as if the sun had been sbining. All 
shows, rides and concessions did a nice week's 
business, and on the whole the fair proved very 
profitable for both Manager Main and the Fair 
Association. 

The show ts headed for Georgia and shall 
continne to tour until Christmas. When the 
company takes the road next season it will no 
doubt be of ten-car size with its own railroad 
equipment, as Manager Main is at this writing 
in New Orleans negotiating the purchase ef 
three bex cars and two flats, which he intends 
to send direct to winter quarters.

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NEW YORK VOTERS SMASH BLUE LAW 


Sunday Pictures Score Big Victories in Utica 


and Schenectady -- Fanatical Sabbatarians 
Forced the Issue in Both Cities and 
Were Overwhelmingly Beaten 


—_ er ne ke 


New York, Oct. 8.—Following on top of the 
great victory for the rational Sunday in Mount 
Vernon, notorious as a hotbed of bigotry, the 
people of the cities of Utica and Schenectady 
have declared in favor of restoring the ancient 
right. of the publie to reasonable recreation af- 
ter church hours on Sunday. 

The fights in the two cities of Utiea and 
Schenectady have had a larger Significance and 
an aspect far broader and far-reaching than a 
mere local issue. In both cities the voters 
have by decisive majorities indicated their desire 
for motion pictures on Sunday, and they have 
severely rebuked those timid and cowardly office- 
holders who have been unwilling to heed the 
plainly expressed wishes of the voters in the 
past, 

VOTERS REBUKE THE POLITICIANS 

Thus in the city of Utica the Common Council, 
which was bullied into passing the buck by the 
arrogant attitude of one of the worst zealots in 
the Sabbatarian ranks, had declined to accede 
to the demands of their constituents. Tho there 
Was no authority in law for their procedure they 
had ordered a vote to be taken on the question 
of Sunday opening. The question submitted to 
the voters was on the ballots, as follows: 

“Shall motion pictures be permitted in the 
City of Utica on the first day of the week not 
earlier than 2 o’clock in the afternoon, and not 
later than 11 in the evening, and that motion 
pictures in the city of Utica are forbidden at 
any other time on the first day of the week, ex- 
cept during the hours prescribed above.’’ 

Out of fifty-five election districts only nineteen 
were against Sunday pictures, and in none of the 
nineteen was the majority at all decisive, being 
only three or four in some of the districts. In 
the other districts the vote for Sunday pictures 
was most decisive. The result of the vote was: 

‘or Sunday Motion Pictures. .....9,242 
Against Sunday Motion Pictures. .8,063 

Majority in favor of motion pictures on Sun- 
day was 1,179. 

The fight for a return te rational observance of 
Sunday, restoring to the people their anciept 
right to recreation on Sunday after church 
hours, was conducted in Utica under the able and 
aggressive leadership of William H. Linton, the 
state treasurer of the New York State League 
of Motion Picture Exhibitors and the owner of 
the Hippodrome Theater in Utiea. From the 
moment the Common Council last September al- 
lowed Sunday baseball, but refused to sanction 
motion pictures on Sunday, Mr. Linton and his 
able associates, William P,. Donlon of the Avon 
Theater and Mr. Loux, got busy and conducted 
a vigorous and incessant campaign. They had 
been given to understand that the Sunday priv- 
ilege could be had ‘‘en conditions,’’ but they 
rejected any idea of indirection and stuck close 
to the merits of the question. 

“If the voters do not want pictures on Sun- 
day we do not want them’’ was their attitude. 
They had no doubi, however, that the people 
DID want motion pictures on Sunday. They will 
at once go before the Common Council and insist 
that an ordinance be passed allowing the open 
ing of the motion picture houses on Sunday 
between 2 p.m. and 11 p.m. They anticipate 
some opposition in the Common Council notwith- 
standing the plain mandate of the people, for at 
least two of the Sabbatarian fanatics on. the 
beard have declared that they did not care how 
often the people voted for Sunday pictures. 
They would never vote for them. 

SUNDAY PICTURES THE BIG ISSUE IN 

SCHENECTADY 

When last September Mayor Simon of Sche- 

nectady vetoed the ordinance of Common Coun- 


cil allowing motion picture theaters to open on 
Surdays he did so in spite of former declarations 
in favor of Sunday opening. The Mayor had 
been induced to veto the ordinance by the 
threats and promises of the clergy of Sche- 
nectady. He wrote a messsge with his veto, 
saying that working men had ample time to go 
to motion picture shows during the week. 
Former Congressman Dr. George R. Luna. op- 
posed Mayor Simon, who bad been renominated 
largely thru the influence of the churches. The 
churches went into politics as they never had 
before since the theocratic days of Salem. Their 
methods of fighting Dr. Lunn were unfair and 
absolutely unprincipled. However, Simon and his 
supporters early in the campaign discovered that 
they were on the wrong track in their opposition 


favor of Sunday pictures voted for the Repub- 
lican candidate, James K. O'Connor, who carried 
fourteen out of the sixteen wards of the city. 
On the other hand the opposition to Sunday pic- 
tures in the city of Schenectady was marshaled 
under the aegis of the Republican party, Mayor 
Simon's nomination having been forced on the 
party by the church elements. His opponent 
was the leader of the Democratic ticket, and as 
has been reported above he was elected because 
of his honest and courageous stand in favor of 
Sunday pictures. The different localities where 
the question of Sunday pictures was an issue 
all had the benefit of the support of the State 
League, of which Sydney Cohen is president, 8. 
I. Berman secretary and W. H. Linten treasurer. 

The Billboard's little Sunday pamphlet was in 
lively demand all thru the campaigns, and was 
widely circulated by the exhibitors.

against Sunday pictures, and they began to 
hedge. So strong rese the tide of popular indig- 
nation against the bigots and fanatics that every 
single candidate for the Legislature and the 
Beard of Aldermen begged to be recorded for 
Sunday pictures, and all of them went to the ex- 
hibitors asking that their slides be displayed 
with a declaration that they favored motion 
picture entertainments on Sunday. When Mayor 
Simon and his supporters found that their oppo- 
sition to Sunday pictures were losing them ten 
votes to every vote the zealots could muster 
they declined to press the Sunday issue, and re- 
sorted to the meanest and foulest attacks on Dr. 
lunn. They attacked Dr. Lunn’s Americanism 
and insinuated that he favored révolutionary 
radicalism. In fact they reserted to all kinds 
of tricks to divert the attention of the voters 
from the Sunday issue, but the voters would not 
be diverted, and elected Dr. Lunn over his 
wavering opponent by the substantial majority 
of 2,000. A vigorous campaign for Dr. Lunn 
wes waged by the local exhibitors, among whom 
Morris Silverman and Albert Jellenk of the Al- 
bany Theater did especially good work. In the 
closing dags of the campaign Mayor Simon 
promised free movies in order to offset the ad- 
vantage of his opponent, who had from the very 
start taken a decided stand in favor of Sunday 
pictures. 
PARTY LINES OBLITERATED 

Not the least interesting part of the fighte in 
the two cities and a fact that has a nation- 
wide significance was the sweeping aside of 
party barriers whenever they seemed to stand 
in the way of the people’s desire for Sunday 
motion picture shows. Thus in Utica the forces 
which opposed Sunday pictures were in the main 
arrayed under the Democratic banner. The 
Mayor, who ran for re-election, had taken an 
attitude of indifference, if not hostility, to mo- 
tion pictures on Sunday. Tho strongly en- 
trenched and personally popular and with a 
smooth political machine back of him he was 
swept out of power by a crushing majority. 
Most of the voters who recorded themselves in 


month increasing, which it has been. doing reg- 
ularly.

Lately big producers have evinced a 
tendency to reproduce, in part or entirely, a 
higher class of fiction, This bas sown the seed 
of desire to read hetter books.”’ 


“JIMMY” GEORGE IN GREEK 
ARMY ‘ 


Harrisburg, Pa., Nov. 8&.—Going back to 
Greece to visit relatives after spending ten yoars 
in this country, James George, prominent mo- 
tion picture exhibitor of Harrisburg, has been 
drafted into the service of the Greek Army. 
George owned and operated the Victoria Thea- 
ter, one of tke city’s leading motion picture 
houses for a number of years prior to bis de- 
parture for his native land in July, when he 
sold it to the Stanley Pooking Company. 

George, together with three relatives and 
friends,. left this country in July to visit their 
native land. Within the post several weeks they 
have been ordered to report for ariny service 
despite the fact that they are naturalized citi- 
zens of this country and in the instance of one 
of the friends, has served in the United States 
Army. Most of them expect, however, to be 
released within a short time. 

George came to Harrisburg ten years ago with 
very little capital. He bought and operated 
several smal] shows and gradually expanded nis 
busines until he became comparatively wealthy 
in the operation of the ‘‘movies,"’

MOVING PICTURES 


Invaluable in Higher Scientific In- 
struction 


By CHARLES F. HERM 

(American Museum ef Natural History) 

“Every modern text book of biology has to 
consider to a certain extent the many subjects 
pertaining to biology, in order to do justice to 
the phenomena under constant investigation. 
Yet many of the subjects belong to a field of 
observation inaccessible to the average reader or 
student, since it can osly be approached by 
Means of refined biological technics applied to 
special objects not ordinarily available for prac- 
tical study or demonstration. A knowledge of 
such subjects will have to be acquired, in most 
cases, from text books, in which drawings or 
still pictures are made to take the place of a 
Teal object. But no drawing or still picture, 
however excellent, can convey an accurate men- 
tal picture of the living object. It is extremely 
diScult to represent even in a carefully pre- 
served specimen the exact appearance of the 
real object. Fixation and straining more or 
less distort their true proportions. Thies is 
avoided by the motion picture camera, which 
gives an absolutely faithful representation of

what appears under the microscope or before its 
lens. We receive a true portrayal, a picture 
nearest to nature. 

“There is not a scientific, industrial or social 
field where the motion picture camera has not 
been tried, proved and accepted. The biological 
fieid, however, unfortunately bas been somewhat 
neglected, for the number of true biological 
films in existence can be counted on the fingers 
of one hand. And just as in biology, the natural 
sciences, physiology, clinical pathology, practical 
hygiene and sanitation, there is an excellent op- 
portunity for the motion picture camera. The 
scientist has to admit that hardly anything has 
been done for cinematographic representation 
along these lines. Numerous semi-biological sub- 
jects have been released, but practically none 
is done so accurately as to command the appro- 
val of the expert. Wonderful films, for instance, 
have been made of the lower organisms. They 
have been displayed successfully ig theaters. 
But if the same subjects had been treated by 
specialists in their field of work the educational 
value would have been greatly improved without 
diminishing in any way the interest to the gen- 
eral public. 

*Films of such an order certainly would cre- 
ate a sensation among the teaching profession 
and be recognized as a valuable adjunct to real 
educational purposes. They could be arranged so 
logically, so clearly and so free from puzzles 
that instead of spending long hours in tedious 
study over his subject the scholar would im- 
mediately comprehend its essential value. 

‘Films of such am order are not difficult to 
produce, if dome by the right men; men who are 
well acquainted with the various: branches of 
science; men who can devise interest'ng and or- 
iginal experiments to suit any stage of krowl- 
edge, and vary experiments so as to bring the 
scholar face to face with something that never 
has been illustrated by diagrams in a text 
book. 

“The demonstration by motion pictures has 
certain’ marked advantages over the animal 
demonstration: 

“1. It eliminates multiple vivisection in the 
class room and laboratory. 

“2. A greater number of spectators is reached 
simultaneously. 

“3. It enables teachers to demonstrate visually 
and publicly subjects which otherwise would be 
repulsive. 

“4. Better work is guaranteed in the quiet an‘ 
untrying surroundings of the private laboratory: 
a delicate experiment carried on in public is 
not always entirely successful. 

“Scientific authorities agree that one of the 
most valuable possibilities of such films lies 
in the fact that they bring within the compre- 
hension of the student's mind a wide range of 
information, thereby encouraging reflection, or- 
iginal thought and research.” 


F. 1. L.. M. CLUBS HOLD CONVEN- 
TION 


New York, Nov. 8.—A convention of delegates 
from various F. I. L. M. Clubs, located thruout 
the United States, was held last week at the 
offices of the National Association of the Motion 
Picture Industry in the Times Building. These 
clubs were formed a few years ago in the film 
distributing centers by exchange managers for 
the purpose of mutual co-operation and co-ordi- 
nation in both executive and protective meas- 
ures, 

During the meeting here it was decided to 
form a National Federation of F. I. L. M. 
Clubs, thus unifying all the existing organiza- 
tions and officers were elected as follows: Pres- 
ident, S. Eckman, Jr., who is manager of the 
Goldwyn New York Exchange; vice-presidents,

Harrisburg, Pa., Noy. 8.—A series of changes 
which it is believed will materially benefit the 
business policy of the State Board of Censors. 
and likewise work out in an advantageous tian- 
ner to producers and exhibitors of motion pic- 
tures has just been announced by Chairman 
Harry L. Knapp, of the Board, following weeks 
of study of the operations of the Board. 

According to the system adopted hy Mr. 
Knapp, each film approved by the Board wil! 
have one approval seal instead of two, thereby 
@aving the State many thousands of dollars 
in costs. Thru this plan it is expected that 
the Board will. be able to issue approval seals 
ang certificates of approval for pictures im- 
mediately after they are approved and also to 
release pictures from the western part of Penn 
sylvania thru the Pittsburg office without the 
anneying delay caused under the old system of 
titled seals. About December 1 a numbered 
seal will be used. 

The Board is also arranging to issue a month. 
ly bulletin containing a list of changes ordered 
by the Board during the preceding month to- 
gether with a list. of subjects approved. 

Mr. Knapp for years was dramatic elitor of 
The Philadelphia Inquirer qnq has taken hold 
of the work of the,Board with vigor and plans 
to speed up its administration considerably. 


STUDYING AMERICAN PICTURE 
SHOWMANSHIP 


In Oscar Hammerstein's colossal opera house 
failure in London the British people are now 
getting their first glimpse of what motion pic- 
tures really are when presented in an artistic 
setting and enhanced with good music. Otis 
E. Taylor, an American resident of London, ar- 
rived in New York last week for Sir Oswald 
Stoll, Britain's premier producer of motion 
pictures, on business, and to study the system 
and program of the Rialto and Rivoli theaters 
in New York with a view to giving the people 
of England the same type of entertainment. 

Mr. Taylor was amazed at the programs, the 
appointments of the theaters and the great care 
with which the music was selected. 

“Our’s was the first British house to try the 
motion pictures in a high-class theater, with 
music and settings,’’ said Mr. Taylor, ‘‘and so 
far it has been a tremendous success."* 

‘“‘Have the people shown any liking for the 
music with the films?’ 

“Of course, we haven't been able to bring our 
programs to the same standard you have reached. 
We are now where you were maybe five or six 
years ago. In comparison with your orchestra 
of fifty odd pieces at the Rivoli we have twenty, 
and, while twenty pieces are better than Lone, 
it is not yet an orchestra. 

“But the idea is spreading. Old theaters 
are being taken over and will be turned into 
institutions modeled after yours. Of course, 
there will be no construction work for cinema 
theaters, in spite of reports that Americans are 
coming over to enter that field. The British 
public won't tolerate for a moment the erection 
of places of amusement—for proft—when labor 
is sadly needed to provide homes for well-to-do 
and poor alike.” 

Mr. Taylor explained the backward condition 
ef the British motion picture theater by re- 
ferring to the naturally conservative attitude 
of the ‘“‘nupper’’ classes. They won't experiment; 
even in their amusement, he explained. 

“When a show—the spoken drama I refer to— 
has had a year’s run in London it becomes in- 
teresting.” he said. ‘“‘A man over there goes 
not merely once. If the show ts good he goes 
again and again. Why try a new one when the 
eld pleases?’’

Suit in Supreme Court Arising Out of 
the History of the Ogden Pictures 
Corporation 


Issue has been joined im the suit of Albert 
Scowcraft against Carl E. Carlton, by the filing 
of answer to plaintiff's complaint. The piaintiff 
claims the eum of $20,000 alleged to be due 
te him on notes signed by the defendant. The 
defendant denies any indebtedness, and puts in a 
counterclaim for $20,000. 

He says that im 1917 he made am agreement 
with the plaintiff, acting as president of the 
Ogden Pictures Corp., by which he bought ‘T+ 
Grain of Dust’’ and ali unsold territory for ‘‘The 
Lust of Ages’’ for $55,000, giving $5,000 cash 
and two notes for $25,000 each. He alleges that 
the notes were to be paid eut of the net pro 
ceeds and that there was no prefit from the films 
to permit the payment. He alleges further thai 
the plaintiff misrepresented that the films were 
free from incumbrancés whereas the sale of 
the films was embarrassed because of Jjudgment« 
and supplementary proceedings. He alleges fi- 
nally that Scowcraft tried to dictate the sale of 
the territory and caused the loss ef valuable 
sales in that way.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

A man of ap insanely jealous disposition drives 
his wife to suicide with constant and unjust 
suspicions and accusations. The man whom he 
unjustly suspects of having been too familiar 
with his wife goes to Africa, whence he returns 
after an absence of twelve years. The insane 
wap then resolves upon a strange scheme of 
Tevenge. He induces his daughter, who in the 
meantime has grown to womanhood, to make 
love to the returned explorer and then torture 
him into jealous madness and tempt him to 
suicide by her flirtations with other men. The 
plen succeeds, and the man Is on the verge 
of suicide, when the girl declares that she loves 
him. His reason is thereupon quickly restored, 
the insane man learns of the innocence both of 
his dead wife and the explorer, and there is a 
father sudden happy ending. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This is a very subtle sort of plot, but it is 
Bot the sort to captivate an audience and enlist 
{ts interest and sympathy. The story loses 
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much of its strength right at the start, because 
an innocent man is made the object of diabolical 
revenge. Then the transition from a deeply 
tragic turn to a happy ending comes in the 
nature of a shock to the audience, and there was 
doubt and disappointment expressed by some 
of the patrons in the B, S. Moss Broadway 
Theater, New York, where the play is now 
running. 

Another drawback is the titling. It is of- 
fensive to an intelligent audience, for the maker 
of the titles seems to proceed on the same 
theory as the barker at a sideshow—that his 
hearers possess no intelligence whatever. When 
these strictures and reservations have been re- 
corded, much remains te be said in praise of 
the performance. Miss Joyce has a dual role— 
she is the mother im the first part of the play 
and the daughter for the rest of the play. In 
both parts Miss Joyce again and again shows 
traces of that superb art for which she is so 
justly admired. It is, indeed, a pity that the 
public do not see more of this most gifted 
actress, whose emotional register is so wide 
and whose skil] im controlling that register is 
so extraordinary. It seems strange, indeed, that 
an artiste of her caliber who need fear com- 
parison with none now scintillating either on 
the stage or screen, is seen so rarely on Broad- 
way. Her work was at once delicate and 
spirited in this film play. She was very well 
supported thruout. A good deal of praise must 
be given to the splendid settings and the tlaw- 
less photograpby.

A family in genteel circumstances reside in 
a small town. Jimmy Dobb, only son, is sole 
support of mother and three maiden sisters, 
who have never had a suitor. He loves Emily, 
a neighbor, hut the harness business doesn’t 
yield eufficient to support two households. The 
mother dies, extracting a promise that he will 
always take care of the girls. Emily tires 
of waiting, marries—but Jimmy still plugs 
along, weary and hopeless. Eve at last mar- 
ries, and years after the second spinster catches 
aman. The last dependent takes up settlement 
work, and the war increasing the demand for 
leatber Jimmy grows rich—and free at last to 
enjoy life. He mingles with the rapid set 
seeking pleasures long denied him, and again 
meets Emily, whitebaired, but happy, with a 
strapping son just departing for overseas 
service.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This picture belongs in the very different 
class, and is so far superior to the general 
output that the public may not appreciate it 
from a commercial standpoint. It is superb 
without being sensational; it is human without 
being thrilling, and it is entertaining without 
resorting to theatrical tricke. 

It is only rare exceptions in which a sad 
ending has been accepted by the movie fans— 
they look for the stereotyped ‘‘kiss and be happy 
ever after’ conclusion—and that is why they 
will, in a sense, be disappointed in this picture. 
Logically, nothing else could result from the 
wasted years of Jimmy's sacrifice—for age 
had crept on—and al! his newly acquired wealth 
could never bring back his youth. And, tho he 
tries to be sporty and a regular spender with 
the girls like a deluded gay old boy, it is too 
late to find happiness. 

No finer character studies have ever been 
shown upon the screen than the three plain- 
featured epinsters, with their oldfashioned 
gowns, ballroom sleeves and choker collars. The 
atmosphere of their narrow home life was also 
faithfully depicted, from the horse hair furni- 
ture with tidies on the stiffbacked chairs, to 
the homely, dark wall paper and general lack 
of cheerfulness. The entire presentation was 
in accord with the artistic conception of the 
story, which has been filmed with infinite care 
and directed with a masterly hand. John Cum- 
berland made an ideal Jimmy; he visualized the 
varying emotions of the patient pack horse, 


whose sense of honor tied him down te as 
irksome duty. He provoked laughter and aroused 
sympathy, and never once lost his hold upon 
the spectators’ attention.

Rate of Exchange and Excessive Prices Stimulate 
Foreign Producing—Interesting Observations 
on Film Conditions in Europe: 


By DAVID P. HOWELLS’ 


David P. Howells, the well-known head of the 
film exporting house which bears his name, has 
jast returned from an extensive trip abroad, 
covering practically a period of six months. Mr. 
Howells left this country in February, returned 


here for a short stay in May and then went 
back to Europe in June, where he has been 
ever eince. 


STUDYING THE FOREIGN MARKETS 


Mr. Howells, who, among other interests, 
represents the foreign department of the First 
National Exhibitors’ Circuit, had been a very 
busy man !n Europe, and he covered considerable 
territory in his travels. He was in England, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Germany, Austria, 
the cugo-Slav and the Czecho-Slav Repubiics, 
Poland, Switzerland and the Scandinavian 
countries. He spent from ten to thirty days in 
the capitals of all 4he countries mentioned, and 
all the time he was in a peculiar.y favorable 
position to study amd ebserve conditions and 
accumulate information in regard to the mo- 
tion picture situation im those countries. <A 
representative of The Billboard found Mr. Tow- 


ells absorbed {n business a few hours after his 
arrival and obtained information which ought 
to be of t g-eatest interest and practical 
value to every Awerican film producer ond ex- 


porter. Mr. Howells expressed himself with 
vigor on the present export policy of American 
Gim producers. 
A SUICIDAL POLICY 

“The present policy of the Ameyican film pro- 
ducer toward the fereign markets is ruinous 
and suicidal. ‘Tho he is ia proportioa making 
four times as much money. out of his foreign 
sales as he mad: in pre-war times, the Amert- 
can producer is not satisSed and has increased 
his charges to the European buyer of films 
lly one hundred per cent. Taking into con- 
sideration te present rate of exchange, so high- 
ly unfavorable even to our Allies in the war, 
the price of American @lm in Europe is today 


really prouibitive. Take an example. The 
French importer who {a pre-war times paid 
about 52,000 francs for an American film valued 
st $10.0 now pays ever 90,000 francs. As a 
resu:t many sporters of American film have

All these 
houses are well patronized—indeed the exhibit- 
ing business in Europe is thriving everywhere. 
One of the finest houses I saw in Europe was the 
leading theater in Prague, the capital of the new 
Bohemian Republic. 
A NOTE OF WARNING 


“I earnestly hope,” said Mr. Howells, in 
concluding the interview, ‘“‘that the American 
producer will take the alarm and be satisfied 
with a fair and legitimate profit from his for- 
eign sales. If he persists in his present policy 
he will continue to stimulate production abroad 
and this production may eventually mean very 
serious competition to him from a quarter where 
until now he had practically no competition. I 
believe in a fair and substantial profit, but not 
in the methods which force the foreign consumer

PROGRESS IN EUROPEAN FILM PRODUC- 
TION 


“France, of course, has always been a great 
film producing country. She has almost stopped 
importing from America. She is gaining great 
strength in all of what we call Latin Europe, 
with the exception, of course, of Italy. Italy 
ig not importing any American @im at all. 
Producing activities there are lively and grow- 
ing. Italy not only provides for her own needs 
but exports to Latin Europe in competition with 
®rance and supplies films to Austria and Ger- 
Many. Italy, too, supplies the Balkans and all 
the countries on the Mediterranean Sea. The 
cost of production in Italy is small when com- 
pared with the cost of production here. 

IN GERMANY AND AUSTRIA 

“Speaking of Germany and Austria,” con- 
tinued Mr, Howells, “I was surprised to dis- 
cover some very excellent material in Germany. 
The Germans have been very busy producing 
during the war and especially so since the 
armistice. Of course there is an abundance of 
bad stuff produced in Germany, bad both morally 
and artistically. Some of the sex films are 
simply abominable. There seems to be no cen- 
sorship and no control of any kind, Our efforts 


to come into competition with us. With the 
present rate of exchange it is more profitable 
for foreign capital to produce in competition 
with us than to buy from us. You ask me to 
say something about Russia. Russia today is 
a sealed book to the outside world. I do not 
know whether any films are going or coming 
out. The Bolsheviks, with a splendidly equipped 
army, are still the rulers of the country.’’

What a riot “TheLuck of the Navy” must have been in London dur- 
ing the period of the war! Even at the Manhattan Opera House now, 
when the fever of actual conflict has died perceptibly (except over on 
Lexington avenue while the German Opera Company was giving pro- 
ductions there in the language of the Hohenzollerns), the audience re- 
sponded to the thrills of the play with wholehearted vigor. To be sure 
the first act of the piece is, in the words of one of the characters, “a bit 
moldly, old thing,” but when the story really gets going the dialog is 
frequently interrupted by bursts of applause and good old gallery whis- 
tling. The third act, which is full of chloroform, revolvers, screens for 
hiding and eavesdropping, stouthearted, roast-beef-of-old-England hero- 
ism, buzzing airplane motors and defeated, snarling Boche spies, makes 
one quite forget the dirty bedroom farces and naked chorus ladies 
of the day. 

To be fearfully academic and highbrow one should damn the play 
by calling it “melodrama,” since that word is supposed to be, in the 
minds of those who do not know what it means, something which ap- 
peals only to the “lower classes.” But since all life is melodrama, since 
all romance is essentially melodrama, and since all dramatic climax, if 
climax at all, must be basically “melo.” it is quite all right to admit 
that “The Luck of the Navy” is melodrama and let it go at that. But 
it is something more. It is good fun, exciting, a veritable theatrical tonic, 
and it is moreover acted capably and pleasingly. 

Percy Hutchison, V. C. R. N., of His Majesty’s Submarine 5-A, 
decorated for “conspicuous bravery,” looking a bit like Admiral Lord 
Beattie, gives an excellent performance as the manly hero.

ownership of other Western circuits within a 
short time, These have been hinted at for quite 
a while, and tho nothing definite has been re- 
leased for publication as yet by the interested 
parties it is said that the Orpheum Circuit may 
be sold to the Shuberts, who will route their 
shows in these houses, and that the Keith people 
are after the Pantages Circuit, 


In the event of these deals being consummated 
Pantages would become the big-time circuit of 
the West and Loew the small time. Some of 
Martin Beck's partners are said to be anxious 
to relinquish their holdings in the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit as Pantages has cut into their business, and 
Prospects look none too bright for the future. 
The Orpheum theaters would be well adapted for 
the use of legitimate shows and some of the 
Pantages houses are as fine as any in America. 


The stumbling block to the deal is said to be. 
Pantages. He has never had such a prosperous 
season as the present ome. His theaters are 
packed continually, and his shows are put to- 
gether in a way that his audiences like. He is 
known to have a hankering to be known as a 
‘big-time’? showman, and it has been said for 
years that some day he would install a two-a- 
day policy. It is just possible that he and 
the Keith crowd will get together and put this 
policy across, thereby allowing Pantages to ful- 
fill his ambition and giving the Keith Circuit 
an outlet for acts that would be better than the 
Orpheum Circuit. 

If the Shuberts get the Orpheum Circuit it 
would protect Loew from invasion by opposition, 
as Lee Shubert is on the Board of Directors of 
Loew, Inc., and would naturally look out for 
his own interests. Shubert would thus form a 
link between two of the largest chains of thea- 
ters in the West and in tewns where he already 
had a theater, might pass over the local Orpheum 
to Loew, Inc. This would round out the Loew 
chain and give them by far the largest circuit 
in America. With a circuit of this size they 
could get almost any act in vaudeville, as in all 
probability over two years’ work could be of 
fered. 

It also developed this week that Famons 
Players-Lasky are in on the deal of the New 
York Theater property, referred to in last week's 
Billboard, The announced price of the sale is 
$3,250,000, and the cost of the buildings to be 
constructed there is said to be $1,500,000. Loew 
bas served notice on the tenants of the property 
he has purchased on Broadway and Forty-fifth 
etreet, that they must vacate by next February 
1. Construction of the new State Theater will 
be commenced immediately thereafter.

money expended went to the help and aid com- 
mittee, $33,000 paid out to needy actors and 
actresses. So in the face of all extraordinary 
expenditures they find themselves with $100,000 
to their credit. In Chicago they were not so 
lucky, as they engaged the services of Clarence 
Darrow and others. In June, July and August 
there were 204 resignations, 25 per cent of 
which were from members who had legitimate 
reasons. Ejther they had gone abread or left 
the profession. In other words, there were 204 
resignations as against 4,000 new members. In 
October there were 283 new members and five 
resignations. A telegram was read from Zoe 
Barnett stating that, altho she received re- 
peated communications from the Fidelity League 
addressing her as ‘“‘Dear Member,’ she was 
heart and soul for Equity. In the October 
number of “Current Opinion’’ an article ap- 
peared headed ‘‘The Great Spiritual Victory Won 
by the Striking Actors.’’ Quotation from an- 
other magazine as follows: ‘‘In this battle they 
will learn victory brings no booty but toil and 
the toil is superior to booty.” 

Doris Keane addressed her fellow members 
of America, expressing her wonderment and 
pride over the marvelous accomplishments of 
the Actors’ Equity. Miss Keane expressed the 
hope that individuals will accept us in England 
as in America 

John Emerson, the next speaker, announced 
that the Equity’s plans were only tentative 
and that they were requested to write Mr. Gill- 
more expressing their views or if they prefer 
to make such expression in person to say so 
in the letter, He referred to the small minority 
of managers who are not ‘“‘The Honorable Men”’ 
that the majority have proven themselves to 
de since the strike, but he expressed the firm 
belief that the actors will get justice.

The Equity theater, he said, would not make 
productions but encourage the good producer, 
but the Equity would manage the theater and 
make it a success. A big holiday ball was pro- 
posed to secure money for the building fund. 
**Don’t knock, forget and forgive and make 
every actor a member of this organization,” was 
the spirit of Mr. Emerson’s discourse, 

Eddie Cantor spoke humorously of the Fidel- 
ity members whé supplied the vacancy made by 
Ed Winn in the “‘Gaieties.’’
